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Perils of Indians, River 
Not Enough to Keep Early 
Settlers Away from City 


Granite City in August will observe its 75th anniversary 
as a ¢ity. To help build interest in the occasion, the Press- 
Record ‘now and in future issues will recall highlights of the 


past. 


Below is the first in a series of articles on the beginnings 
of the municipality. It is based on historical information origi- 
nally published by the Press-Record in 1946. 


South of Alton along the west- 
ern border of Illinois, the Mis- 
sissippi has carved a lens- 
shaped valley amid hills of yel- 
lowed loess. 

Known traditionally as the 
American Bottoms, the valley is 
70 miles long and between one 
and seven miles wide, Fields of 
corn and wheat checker board 
most of its extent, but at the 
northern tip opposite St. Louis 
lies a vast industrial zone. 

There, among thunnderous 
mills and busy terminals of 
railroad trunk lines, sprawl a 
dozen suburbs and such cities 
as Wood River, East St. Louis 
and Granite City. 

Built a mile inland from the 
river, Granite City is an im- 
portant steel center and the 
largest municipality in Madison 
County. On the south it adjoins 
Madison, which in turn adjoins 
Venice. e 

To the east and north are the 
village of Pontoon Beach and 
the large populated center 
known as Mitchell. 

These areas and Granite 
City comprise the Quad-Cit- 
ies, most highly industrial- 
ized section in Madison 
County and one which has 
also taken on additional di- 
mensions with the passing 
years, 

This community still provides 
a large number of jobs, for peo- 
ple residing here and else- 
where. But it also has been se- 
lected as the home 
thousands who commute to em- 
ployment in Missouri or in 
other parts of Illinois. 

Venice, an early-day ferry 
landing, was laid out in 1841. 
Madison sprang up in 1891 as a 
residential adjunct of the 
American Car & Foundry 
shops. 

Although the site of this 
community appears to be as 
flat as the underside of a turtle, 
Granite City rests on a bulge 
of the valley floar. 

Its altitude of 431 feet above 
sea level is six feet higher than 
that of Madison and 21 feet 
higher than the altitude of 
Venice. 

Unlike, many another commu- 
nity in the American Bottoms, 
Granite City cannot trace its 
ancestry to an Indian village, a 
French trading post or a pi- 
oneer ferry landing. 

A geographer would ascribe 
this lack of lineage to the fact 
that the site of Granite City for 
centuries was subject to floods 
of the Mississippi. 

But more subject 
was the site of Illinoistown 
(East St. Louis), six miles 
south of Granite .City, where 
Capt. James Piggott, veteran of 
the Revolutionary War, began 
operating a‘ferry in, 1795. 

And more subject to floods 
was the site of Cahokia, an an- 
cient Indian village five miles 
south of Captain Piggott’s ferry, 
where French priests had estab- 
lished a mission in 1699. 

‘As geographers would hasten 
to point out, Cahokia and Iili- 
noistown had natural advan- 
tages which the site of Granite

City did not afford. Captain 
Piggott’s ferry was opposite the 
shore on which lay germinal St. 
Louis. 


Cahokia commanded the 
mouth of a creek which, al- 
though only knee-deep when 
Col. George Clark saw it in 
1778, once had provided In- 
dians with abundant fish 
and given access to country 
overrun with game. And the 
site of Granite City? It had 
nothing to offer except rich 
alluvial soil and that, in a 
vast valley of fertile acres, 
went ignored by Indians and. 
ferrymen. 


Fertile soil was appreciated 
by astute Frenchmen such as 
Nicholin Jarrot, a merchant 
who lived in semifeudal gran- 
deur at Cahokia, and by land- 
hungry Yankees and Southern- 
ers who in the early 1800s began 
to migrate from native fields 
onto the unploughed prairies. 

In 1809, the year in which Illi- 
nois became a territory, the ter- 
ritorial court recognized Jar- 
rot’s claim to 400 acres of what 
is now Granite City on the basis 
of “improvements” he had 
made here. 

The improvements probably 
consisted of little more than 
bottomland clearings cultivated 
by habitants in Jarrot’s employ. 

The first recorded settler on 
the-site of Granite City was Dr. 
eorge Caldwell, whom histori- 

describe as a “live enter- 
prising Yankee, who combined 
the practice of medicine with 
tilling the soil.”” 

A native of Wearthersfield, 
Conn., Dr. Caldwell had been 
educated at Rutland, Vt., 
where he met and married 
Pamela Lyons. 

In 1799, with his family and 
families of his father-in-law, 
Mathew Lyons, and his brother- 
inlaw, John Messinger, the 
young doctor traveled overland 
to the Ohio and then floated 
downstream in a flatboat to the 
mouth of the Cumberland 
River, 

Twisting inland on the Cum- 
berland for 50 miles, the party 
came to Eddyville, Ky., and 
settled there. 

Somewhere on the journey 
westward, perhaps while 
watching the sun rise in the 
Alleghanies or lying atop a 
flatboat on a moonlit night, 
Dr. Caldwell contracted the 
Western Fever. 

This strange malaise, 
which affected the whole 
nation a few decades later, 
impelled its victims to 
search for golden fields that 
always lay just a few miles 
ahead. 

Dr. Caldwell resisted the af- 
ffiction several years, for life 
in Eddysville was pleasant 
enough. 

But when Illinois became part 
of the Indiana Territory in July 
1801, and stories began to circu- 
late about choice lands to be 
had in the American bottoms, 
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house stood in the settlement of Six Mile Prairie,

Governor Urges Grant 
To Music Festival by 


Illinois Arts 


Two developments late last 
week gave added hope that the 
Mississippi River Festival con- 
cert series will have a third 
summer season this year. 

Six-week guaranteed summer 
employment for St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra musicians was 
assured by a vote of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the 
Symphony Society board of 
directors. 

And Illinois Governor Rich- 
ard B. Ogilvie said Friday he 
will ask the Illinois Arts Coun- 
cil to approve a $50,000 grant 
for the River Festival. The 
MRF had successful years in 
1969 and 1970 but adequate 
funds have not yet been as- 
sured for 1871. 

Confers With Chairman 

Ogilvie said he had talked 
with George M. Irwin of 
Quincy, chairman of the Arts 
Council. Both agreed to ask the 
full membership of the council 
to approve formally the $50,000 
which has been sought. If au- 
thorized, it would become avail- 
able on July | with the start of 
the 1971-72 fiscal year. 

“As I indicated previously,” 
the governor said, “the Arts 
Council seems to me to be a 
proper source of funds rather 
than Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity. According to Mr. Irwin, 
this grant will make possible 
the continuation of the Fes- 
tival.” The MRF is held on the 
SIU-SW campus. 

Ogilvie noted that the coun- 
cil, a state agency, is obligated 
under Illinois statutes to use 
its funds to encourage and sup- 
port matters of musical and 
cultural interest. 

His comment Friday was the 
first public indication by the 
governor that he favors continu- 
ation of the Festival. At his urg- 
ing, the SIU board in 1970 un- 
derwrote $75,000 of that year’s 


Council 


cost; but in 1971 he said he felt 
it was undesirable for the uni- 
versity to use educational funds 
for such purposes. 

Employment Assured 

The Symphony executive com- 
mittee’s vote is viewed as en- 
hancing the possibility of a 1972 
River Festival. But if none is 
held, the. action still assures 
the orchestra of work, whether 
it be concerts at Powell Sym- 
Phony’ Hall, performances in 
area parks or other musical 
events, 

Ben H. Wells, president of the 
Symphony Society, said the de- 
cision “indicates ‘the Society's 
recognition that adequate com- 
pensation and length of season 
are essential to assure the high- 
quality orchestra which has 
been built in St. Louis.” 

The committee took this 
early action so orchestra .mem- 
bers could make their summer 
plans. If no summer employ- 
ment had been guaranteed, 
some would have#sought work 
elsewhere, James N. * Cain, 
manager, said. 

Facilities Available 

The question of summer em- 
ployment arose when SIU with- 
drew its financial support. The 
school agreed to continue pro- 
viding Festival facilities, a 
large tent and outdoor seating. 

“The Executive Committee 
has re-affirmed its concern that 
the Festival continue to repre- 
sent a major contribution to 
bi-state cooperation and the 
cultural enrichment of our en- 
tire region,” Wells said, 

Pyramid Parties 

“We hope funds will be found 
to continue this public service 
so essential to the quality of 
life in our area.” 

A group of music-loving area 
citizens has formed a com- 
mittee to raise $109,600 through 
a chain of parties. 

Each guest at such parties 
pays $1 to attend and agrees 
to give a benefit party of his 
own.

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Steel Imports 
Set Record During 
First 2 Months 


Steel im ports entered the 
United States at a record rate 
during the first two months of 
1971. 

According to government sta- 
tistics supplied American: Iron 
and Steel Institute, 1,230,000 
tons of foreign steel arrived in 
the U.S. during February—the 
highest February total éver. 

Through the first two month 
of the year, 1971 steel imports 
hit 2,534,000 tons—a récord Jan- 
uary-February figure. This ton- 
nage was 71.5 percent graeter 
than the 1,478,000 tons of. for- 
eign mill products which - ar- 
rived in the United States dur- 
ing the ~first two months of 
1970. 


Sheets, plate, structurals and 
pipe continue to account for at 
least half of all foreign-made 
steel arriving in this country. 

Cold rolled sheets were the 
month's largest single steel im- 
port, at 205,000 tons. Imports of 
hot rolled sheets were down 
from January’s figure, but still 
totaled 146,000 tons. Galvanized 
sheets climed to 106,000 tons of 
imports during the month, 
while the import figures for 
Plates—122,000 tons—and pipe— 
131,000 tons—were close to their 
January level. 

Stainless and alloy steel im- 
ports reached nearly 40,000 tons 
in February, pushing their two 
month, 1971, total to almost 93,- 
tons. Imports of these products 
were somewhat more than 80,- 
000 tons during the comparable 
period of last year. 

Exports, meanwhile, sagged 
to 199,000 tons in February — 
their lowest total in two years.

The old argument has been 
changed. Now it’s “If you are

State Rep. Raymond wW.. 
Ewell (D-Chicago), has intro- 
duced a bill into the House to 
lower the drinking age to 18. 

“A person at 18 is now an 
adult,”” Ewell said. “He should 
be able to participate fully in 
our society.” 

Ewell-noted that women at 18 
tend to socialize with people 
slightly older. 

He said he sees the lower 
drinking age as. an answer to 
marijuana. “If you don’t want 
them to smoke pot,” he said, 
“you must bring them into your 
culture.” 

18 Age of Change 

Ewell said 18 is the age of 
change. When: a person reaches 
18, he said, he should be able 
to make contracts, get married, 
vote and drink.

Ewell, who said he started 
drinking. before he was 21,.also 
suggested changes in marijuana 
laws.

Dr. Caldwell and John Mes- 
singer returned to Kentucky, 
bundled their goods together, 
and brought their families to 
Iinois. 

Although the little band of 
New Englanders was now ac- 
customed to the hazards of 
pioneering, the perils in the bot- 
tomlands must have demanded 
fresh outlays of courage. 

Surely Indians skulked in 
nearby forests. And the Migsis- 
sippi, with floods and malarial 
swamps, presented a constant 
menace. 

At Eddyville, there had been 
neighbors. But, here no smoke 
from friendly cabins rose above 
the tangle of willows and cot- 
tonwoods. 

In the vast area that was to 
be Madison County, there were 
scarcely a dozen white men and 


only one settlement—a break in ~ 


the woods named Goshen.

Stocking of Fish 


To be Increased 

The number of fish stocked 
by the Illinois Department of 
Conservation in Illinois waters 
may be greatly increased this 
year. 

A five-year research study by 
Ray Fisher, Fairfield, fishery 
biologist for the division of 
fisheries, shows that a higher’ 
rate of stocking will produce 
better fishing. 

“In the past we stocked 
largemouth bass and bluegill 
at a rate of 100 each per sur- 
face acre of water,” said Al 
Lopinot, chief fisheries _biol- 
ogist. 

“However, we have found 
that insufficient fish manage- 
ment by the owners of lakes 
and ponds results in poor fish- 
ing within a few years follow- 
ing the initial harvest of fish.” 

Poor fishing results as the 
fish multiply and begin crowd- 
ing the lake, Lopinot’ said. 
Fishery biologists have found 
that stocking 100 largemouth 
bass and 1,000 to 1,500 bluegill 
per surface acre of water will 
result in much better fishihg 
during the first few years, with 
or without proper fish manage- 
ment. With proper manage- 
ment, good fishing will be pos- 
sible indefinitely. 

“The problem is that no mat-

GOP Now 'Third Party’ in 
Chicago, Rentschler Says paister-printmaker

Noting that Friedman was 
highly effective for his own 
cause, Rentschler commented, 
“He probably lost at least’ as 
many Republican votes, con- 
servative votes and_ ethnic 
votes.”

with Republican backing. “I 
think we would have been bet- 
ter off to run a bonifide Re- 
publican who would have been 
iefioated to building up the 
Republican Party in Chicago 
which is rather desperately 
needed,” Rentschler said. 
Suggesting Ogilvie did the 
right thing in working for Fried- 
man, Rentschler said it might 
not hurt the Governor either. 
“It gives the Governor a cer- 
tain entree to some of those 
groups that supported Fried- 
man,” he said, Rentschler cited 
specifically blacks, youth and 
liberals as some of the groups. 
Asked about/the possibility of 
a primary fight if Ogilvie mm) 


for re-election in 1972, Rent-, 


schler said, “I would not be 
involved in a primary fight and 
1 would have no idea if there 
would be a primary fight in the 
Republican Party. 

“Tt depends on the polls, on 
Mr. Nixon’s attitude and possi 
bly even on Mr. Percy’s atti- 
tude. I think it is clear right 
now that the Governor has dug 
himself into a rather deep hole.” 





1,424 Corporations 
Licensed in March 


Secretary of State John W. 
Lewis has announced that 1,424 
certificates of incorporation and 
authority were issued to Illinois 
and out-of-state corporations in 
March, an all time record for 
any one month in the history of 
the Corporation Division 

The record figure is an in- 
crease of 254 over the 1,170 new 
corporations licensed in March 
of last year. In the first three 
months of this year, 3,603 new 
corporations were chartered or 
licensed in Ilinois, for an in- 
crease of 313 over the 3,290 new 
corporations in the first three 
months of 1970. 

The Corporation Division col- 
lected $1,070,957.22 in fees and 
taxes during March, or a de- 
crease of $131,431.25 from the 
$1,202,388.47 collected in March 
1970. In the first three months 
of 1971, the Division has col- 
lected $2,356,134,.22, representing 
a decrease of $321,188.67 from 
the $2,678,016.89 collected in the 
same period of last year. 

Secretary Lewis explained 
that the decrease in fees is still 
a reflection of the lowering of 
the minimum franchise tax 
from $100 to $25, which was 
effective July 1, 1970.

He has a soft, but clear 
voice and we were pleased 
when he spoke to us and our 
group in English. A firm hand- 
shake indicated the strength 
and conviction with which he 
greets his guests.” 

Rey. Harrison added, ‘We 
were pleased and surprised that 
his official photographer fol- 
lowed Pope Paul as he greeted 
the guests and took pictures. 
The next morning, the picture 
which appears in the Press- 
Record was brought to our 
hotel in Rome. We are glad to 
share this treasured memoir 
of our trip with relatives and 
friends in Granite City.”

Separate Illinois Returns If 
Federal Taxes Paid Separately 


By GEORGE E. MAHIN 
Director, Illinois Department of Revenue 


1, My wife and I file separate 
federal returns, Can we file sep- 
arate Illinois returns? 

Yes, you must file returns in 
Illinois on a separate basis if 
you file federal returns on a 
separate basis. 

2. I am an Illinois resident 
and have a savings account at 
a savings and loan association 
in Los Angeles. Must I report 
the interest earned from that 
account on my Illinois return? 

Yes, as an Illinois resident 
this income is subject to Illinois 
income tax regardless of where 
you earned the income. 

3. During 1970, I cashed 
in several U. S. savings 
bonds Series E, 

I have reported the inter- 
est received on my federal 
income tax return. Must I 
report this income on my 
Mlinois, return? 

+ No,. interest earned on 

U. S. savings bonds is not 

subject to Illinois income 

tax. 

4, Is the Illinois income tax 
return Form IL-1040 due at the 
same time as the federal in- 
come tax return? 

Yes, Illinois returns are due 
from individual taxpayers (oth- 
er than those on a fiscal year 
basis) on or before midnight 
April 15, 1971. 

If the envelope is postmarked 
before midnight of April 15, the 
return will have been filed on 
time. : 


5. In 1970, I received $35 in 
interest payments from certain 
municipal bands. I was told that 
this interest is tax exempt. 

Does this mean I will not 
have to pay an Illinois income 
tax on this interest income? 

Interest on municipal bonds is 
tax exempt only for federal tax 
purposes. 

Interest on municipal 
bonds is subject to Illinois 
income tax and is added to 
your federal adjusted gross 
income to determine your 
Illinois income subject to 
tax, 

6. I lived and worked in New 
York until June 1970, when I 
took a job and moved here with 
my family. 

Will the salary I earned for 
the entire year from both jobs 
be subject to Ilingis 

No, only thes@alary you 
earned while you were a resi- 
dent of Illinois will be subject 
to Illinois tax. 

You would be considered a 
resident when you moved to 
Illinois in June. 

Before that time, you would 
be considered a nonresident. 

You must file an - Illinois 
Form IL-1040 and attach a 
Schedule NR. 

On this schedule you should 
list the part of your salary 
earned while you were a resi- 
dent and the part of your sal- 
ary earned while you were a 
nonresident

Representation to the Blair-Dunbar Area 


Election of Theodes Kemp and Frank L. 
Derner to the Madison board of education Sat- 
urday is no reflection on the service of Oel Blu- 
menstock, who has been a school board mem- 
ber for 19 years. With three capable candidates 
seeking two three-year board positions, one had 
to lose. 

The simplest analysis of the balloting 
would’ be to say that most at the Blair School 
precinct cast single votes for Mr. Kemp, a resi- 
dent of that area, and turned out in large num- 
bers. 

The Harris School precinct, in contrast, 
voted primarily for the other two candidates. 
But its turnout, while greater numerically, was 
not as high a percentage of the total number of 
registered voters. 

Ithough this is a generally accurate sum- 
mary, it-should be noted that all three aspirants 
drew some support in all neighborhoods. And 
there was widespread realization that the Blair- 
Dunbar area was inadequately represented; as 
a result of the latest election, this representa- 
tion will increase to two of the the seven mem- 
bers. 

Still another factor was Mr. Kemp's quali- 
fications for board membership. An Air Force 
veteran associated ‘with the A. O. Smith Corp. 
plant as clerk of the engineering department, 
he is active in church work, the Madison High 
Parent-Teacher Association, the American Le- 
gion and the Masonic order. He is married and 
the father of four children. 

Re-election congratulations go not only to 
Mr. Derner but to three members of the Ven- 
ice school board, Leo Davinroy, Jack Tolliver 
and Elmer Taylor, and three members of the 
Granite City board of education, George E. 
Moore Sr., Donald W. Stucke and Harold W. 
Davis. 

Although the absence of ballot competi- 
tion in Granite City and Venice led to excep- 
tionally light voting, this situation probably 
would not have resulted unless the board mem- 
bers were setting school policies substantially in 
accord with the thinking of the electorates. 


Refreshing Change in East St. Louis City 
Outlook Can Indirectly Benefit This Area . 


Madison County is different in countless 
ways from St. Clair County but there is no 
doubt that the proximity of the two counties 
has had a number of ramifications. 

We can recall a few years ago when a 
wire service news account of an occurrence in 
East St. Louis, received in New York, cost a 
Quad-City taxing agency considerable extra in- 
terest payments on a bond issue it was about to 
float. There was no good reason for the bond

buyers to be so touchy, but from such a long 
distance they incorrectly assumed that all the 
communities opposite St. Louis were similar and 
contiguous, 

Other instances could be cited in which 
excesses to the south of here have created a 
damaging but false image about this community. 
St. Louis newspaper headlines consistently tar 
the entire Illinois section of the metropolitan 
area with an “‘east side’’ brush. 

With this in mind, it is pleasing to see the 
East St. Louis political machine defeated April 
6 through the election, of a reform candidate for 
mayor, James Williams, along with his two com- 
missioner running mates. 

Utopia may not result, but there is a real 
chance for improvement in the debt-ridden mu- 
nicipal government. And Governor Ogilvie has 
pledged an active state role in putting East St. 
Louis back on its feet. 

The effort to separate. the East St. Louis 
and Quad-City sections of the East Side Levee 
& Sanitary District will continue, and properly 
so, since the attempts to equitably finance and 
apportion drainage services between the two 
areas through one district have failed miserably 
over a period of more than six decades. 


Additional Fiscal Controls Being Proposed 
For State’s Universit 


ss May Go Too Far 

State Auditor Howlett's ideas on addition- 
al fiscal controls for state colleges and univer- 
sities offer food for thought but may go too far, 
endangering the academic freedom which he 
acknowledges should be maintained. 

He suggests that the new state comptroller, 
who is to take office in 1973 under the 1970 
Illinois Constitution, audit all college expendi- 
tures before payment. Contracts would be ex- 
amined, with attention given to modifications 
after they are awarded. Evidence of receipt of 
materials would be required, along with archi- 
tectural certification that construction has been 
performed. 

It is important that there be sufficient 
documentation to prove the integrity of each 
transaction, and his recommendations could 
lead to greater assurance in this regard. 

He goes on to suggest that the state at- 
torney general serve as attorney for the univer- 
sities, with assistants assigned to the various 
schools. He would have the state treasurer han- 
dle federal grants and contracts, and would 
have all campus construction handled through 
the Division of Architecture and Engineering 
of the Illinois Department of General Services. 

The latter suggestions could standardize 
the colleges to the extent that they had insuffi- 
cient flexibility; the beauty of SIU-SW certain- 
ly would appear to be an argument in favor of 
autonomy regarding selection of architects. 

But with the governor suggesting a one- 
year state university budget of $672 million for 
the 1971-72 fiscal year, it is clear that higher 
education has become a tremendously big busi- 
ness, and it may be a good idea to thoroughly 
consider all of Mr. Howlett’s proposals.

States, the worst does happen 
to more than 50,000 people. 

Another 800,000 people suffer 
cruel injuries, and hundreds of 
millions of dollars worth of 
property is damaged. 

This is the vast extent of the 
destruction of life, health and 
property on our highways and 
roads. 

Experts tell us one addi- 
tional, awful fact: More 
than half of those who die 
and 40% of those who are 
injured are victims of acci- 
dents which involve drunk- 
en drivers. 

It is painfully obvious that 
something must be done to 
improve upon this shameful 
record. 

One important ‘step forward 


person who accepts a license 
for the privilege of driving a 
motor vehicle in Illinois, also 
accepts responsibility’ for his 
actions behind the wheel. 

In effect, he consents in ad- 
vance to take a breath test in 
the event that he is arrested on 
suspicion of drunken driving. 

If the driver refuses to take 
the test, his license is suspend- 
ed for three months.

Forty-eight other states 
have enacted implied con- 
sent laws. 

It does not appear that 
the citizens of those states 
have suffered any sort of 
suspension-of civil liberties, 
and the courts have backed 
up this position.

An implied consent law can 
help to protect us all from the 
menace of drunk drivers. 

Most importantly, we can 
save from senseless and brutal 
loss the many young and vital 
lives taken @ach year, each 
month, each week. 

We are building better roads 
and highways and repairing ex- 
isting ones better and more 
quickly. 

We are going to require more 
sturdily constructed automo- 
biles. 

We are providing improved 
emergency medical services. 
Signals are being installed at 
railroad crossings throughout 
Illinois. 

There is better driver ed- 
ucation for the young. Ex- 
tensive reforms for auto in- | 
surance are being under- 

taken.

Rules Given for Tax Returns by Those With Jobs During Summer 


(internal Revenue Service) 


Q) I am a college student 
and earned $1,100 from my 
summer job last year. Do I 
still have to file a return? 
A) If you are single and your 

gross income is under $1700 or 
you are married with combined 
gross incomes™ of less than $2,- 
300, you generally do not have 
{0 file a return. 

But if you had income tax 
withheld from your pay, you 
must file a return in order to 
get your refund. 

Q) Can I deduct the sales 
tax on the car I purchased 
last year? 

A) Yes, -you can deduct the 
sales tax on your car in-addi- 


tion to the amount allowed on 
the optional state sales tax 
tables in the back. of your in- 
come tax return package. 

Q) Are there any special 
tax benefits for blind tax- 
payers? 

A) Yes. An additional $625 
exemption is allowed for a tax- 
payer's blindness. 

The extra $625 exemption is 
also allowed if the taxpayer's 
spouse is blind. 

The exemption may be estab- 
lished by attaching a statement 
to the return to that effect. 

Blind taxpayers also may be 
entitled to certain medical ex- 
pense deductions, such as a de- 


duction for the maintenance of 
a “Guide” dog. 

Q) I paid $10 to see a 
special showing of a movie 
for the benefit of our local 
police boys’ club. Can I de- 
duct this amount on my in- 
come tax return. 

A) You can deduct the ex- 
cess of what you paid over the 
fair value of any goods or serv- 
ices received. 

If the regular price of the 
movie would have been $2, you 
have made a contribution of $8 
($10 minus $2). 

The $8 is deductible as a 
charitable contribution. 

Q) My wife and I are fil 


ing separate returns. Can I 
itemize while she takes the 
standard deductions? 

A) No. Op separate returns, 
each must the the same meth- 
od of handling deductions. If 
one of you itpmizes, then both 
must itemize | deductions. 

Q Whom’ should I make 
my check payable to if I 
owe taxes? 

A). Make check payable to 
the Internal Revenue Service. 

Put your Social Security num- 
ber and what the payment is for 
on the check so that it can be 
identified should it become sep- 
arated from your return during 
processing.
